Just prior to the state
j election in 1920 Tennessee adopted the
| Susan B, Anthony amendment to the
| Qonstitution giving women the right to
| vote, thereby making it a law,

Some months prior to the election

Committee, and Mrs. Anne M, Gannett,
| also of Augusta, ehairman of the wom-
én's division of the Republican State
Committee, set about organizing the

under a ruling of Controller-Gen-
eral McCarl made public to-day.
He denied a claim entered by
Surgeon Margaret R. Stewart, of
the Public Health Service, who
holds the rank of major.

The law was drawn to cover
dependents, Mr. McCarl said, and
as written it failed to include
“luwful husbands” among the de-
pendents in mind, although
“there have been cases where the
terms of the masculine gender in
a statute have been construed to
include females.”

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Navy Planes of
New Design to
Race at Detroit

Booth Speed Type Tucks
Landing Gear Into Body
of Machine and Weighs
Less Without Radiator

Innovations, if  Practical,
Expected to  Influence
Air Forms Profoundly

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10,—Radjeal in-
novations in nireraft design will char-
acterize several of the navy entries
in the Detroit aviation races to be 'held
in the early part of Oetober, acoording
to a statement of the department.
Prominent ameng theae will he the
navy B. R,, or Booth racer, in which
# lesson from the birde has heen in-
r.orpnrltled to obtain greater specd,

TFhe entire landing gear of the plane
will be retracted into the fuselage
once the plane is in the air, so that
only the wings and fuselage will pro-
sent resistance to the wind. This fol-
lows the practice of birds in flight.
The emaller birds, it is known, draw

up  their feet into their hreast
feathers while in the air, while
lurpf(er species, such as ducks and ggese,

tuek their feet under their tail feathers
rather than drag them through the air
and retard their speed. So the Rooth
racer, once it has left the ground, will
draw up the wheels of the landing gear
into the body of the plane,
Radiator Is Eliminated

The B, R. ineorporates another in-
novation of an experimental character.
This is the complete suppression of
the radiator. Aeronautical experts
estimate that 20.per cent of the wind
resistance offered to airplanes is due
to the necesaity of dragging an engine
radiator though the air at high speeds.
In the Bopth racer the entire wing
will be covered with a thin sheet of
copper, under which the water for cool-
ing the engine circulates, so that the
wing itself becomes one large radiator
pecforming the dual function of cool-
ing the engine and suppoerting the
weight of the plane.

If it be proved posible fo eonol fhe
engine in this manner under the
grueling eonditions of the race a

marked adveanee will have been made
in aeronautical engineering., The Booth
machine alsp represents an attempt to
take another step in serodynamic re-
finement, suppressing completely the
structural bracing required by wings
of a biplane by the use of an unbraced
monoplane wing.
Exzpect to Affect Air Degigns

In general the Booth planes repre-
gent not only the last word in refine-
ment, but three radical innovations in
design, which, if succesful, will have
A profound influence on the future de-
sign of high performance in military
and nnval planes,
